per cent? No. Ten per cent? 
No, not even 10 fx'r cent! 
Two point two per cent wind 
up in prison! Twenty-two 
out of a thousand. 

If that .statistic rdoesn’t 
shock you, nothing will. If 
out of every 1,000 felony 
arrests for crimes such as 
robbeiy, rape, burgl ary, 
murder or grand theft, 978 
never see the inside of pri¬ 
son walls, the old adage 
“Crime doe.sn’t pay” is a 
laugh. Crime does pay, and 
loo many are making it 
their profes.cion. 

Can crime stopped? 

No, not as long as we have 
people on the earth, hut 
crime can be dramatically 
reduced. Crime is not the 
product of ghosts, go'Dlins or 
gremlins. Crime is produced 
by criminals, encouraged by 
the lax atmosiphere created 
by contemporary penologists 
who have been promoting 
•unworkable, social experi¬ 
ments which .have kept the 
■criminal in the local com- 
iTiiunity rather than in jail. 
The .statistics clearly sup- 
•uort this contention. 

For instance, in California 
alone in 1973, 740,157 serious 
crimes were reported to 
police agenci c s — local, 
county or state. What hap¬ 
pened to tlie perpetrators of 
tliose liundreds of thousands 
of crimes? 

Out of every thousand 
adult felong arrests, in the 
lower courts, only 224, or 
about a quarter, were turned 
over to other criminal jus¬ 
tice agencies or released 
without prosecution; an¬

Over the wails, ad 
nau.scum, that prison.^ must 
be abolished, that the pri- 
.soner has the same civil 
rights .as Ihe law - abiding, 
statistics are startin^r to drift 
in that prove that contem- 
porarv penology is just not 
working. 

We have penologists and 
educators who believe that 
prison doesn’t acter crime.

Nor does it lower 
the rate of recidivism (re¬ 
peat crimes). As a matter of 
fact, it makes it worse than 
prison terms.

Q. — A firm which sells 
coins is including in its ad- 
vertsement a statement that 
the U.S. government has pro¬ 
hibited the private posses¬ 
sion of modern gold coins 
and medals by American 
citizens. Is this true? I 
thought It wa.s legal to have 
a few old gold coins in a 
collection? 

A. — The key word in the 
advertiser’s .statem e n t is 
"modern.” The U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Treasury has stated 
that any gold coins made 
before April 5, 1903, are con- 
.sidered to be rare and may 
be held by collectors. 

Q. — I have heard that 
complaints to the Better 
Business Bureau just go into 
your files and nothing hap¬ 
pens unle.ss a lot of other 
people also complain. Is 
this true? 

A. _ No. The EBB takes 
action on every individual 
complaint it receives. We 
contact the firm and ask 
them to settle the complaint 
to the customer’s satisfac¬ 
tion. W'e follow up to learn 
whether th’s Is done. When 
the company tells us the 
matter has been taken care 
of, we double-check with 
the cu.stomer to be sure. 

Occasionally, a firm will 
disagree with the facts 
stated by the customer, or 
the two will be unable to 
agree on the best sclution 
to fh,e problem. In these 
cases, the EBB will offer to 
arbitrate the dispute. In ar¬ 
bitration, an impartial third 
party determines the ju.st 
.solution to the con.sumer’s 
proble.Ti. 

It is true that after action 
iias been taken on a com¬ 
plaint, it become^ a part of 
our files. Our file on each, 
firm shows what, if any, 
complaints have been re¬ 
ceived and how the firm has 
responded to them. If a file

indicates that a firm is not 
dealing with its customers 
in good faith, the BBB takes 
further action, pos-sibly in¬ 
cluding asking a porsecutor 
laiie up the case. 

Q. — I got a credit card 
in the mail although I had 
never applied for credit with 
the organization that .sent 
it. I do not want the card 
and do not even know Iiovv 
they got my name. Can any¬ 
thing be done about this 
practice? 

A. —The practice of send¬ 
ing unsolicited credit card.s 
through the mail is not only 
a possible source of an¬ 
noyance, it is now illegal. 
We will contact the firm to 
learn whether an honest er¬ 
ror cau.sed you to receive 
the card. 

Q. — Thip .store has been 
having a sale as long as I 
can remember. Its merchan¬ 
dise is always .selling for 
“20 per cent off regular 
price.” Isn’t this pretty 
fishy? 

A. — Of course, it is im¬ 
possible to have a sale all 
the time. .4 sale means a 
Induction in prices from 
what the .store normally 
charges. If the merchandise 
is more often than not sell¬ 
ing at “20 per cent off regu¬ 
lar price”, obviously the 
“sale” price is the regular 
price. BBB standards for ad¬ 
vertising and selling prac¬ 
tices condemn such mis¬ 
leading price claims.

Q. — I bought a u.sed car 
under a thirty-day guaran¬ 
tee. It developed a number 
of problems right away. I 
took it back for repairs a 
couple of times, but the 
problems were never solved. 
Now the guarantee period is 
nearly up. 

Weil, today I again took 
the car back to the dealer, 
U found the place empty. 
The neighbors said the guy 
left in the middle of the 
night. Now what happens to 
,my guarantee? 

.4. — The first thing for 
you to do is tiy to find the 
de.'iler. Send him a regis¬ 
tered letter. If he has a for¬ 
warding address, it will be 
shown on your postal re¬ 
ceipt. Secondly, contact the 
state Department of Motor 
Vehicles. They regu late 
automobile dealers and may 
have information on why 
the dealership clo.sed. 

You should pursue the 
matter even if your guaran¬ 
tee period runs out. While 
you are apparently dealing 
with a literal fly-by-night, a 
reputable dealer will often 
extend a guarantee to cover 
additional work needed for 
problems that develop e d 
during the guarantee period. 

We have recently had 
complaints from people who 
bought calculators through 
the mail in response to a 
flyer offering a liquidation 
sale at about one-third of 
the alleged list pirce. The 
purcha.sers later found the 
same calculator .selling in 
retail store.s for less than 
they had paid the “liquida¬ 
tor.” 

If you are actually in the 
market for the merchandise 
you sec advertised, go and 
examine it to be sure it is 
quality merchandise and in 
good condition. Then shop 
around elsewhere to see 
what price it is bringing in 
regular outlets.

If you’ve set your heater’s thennostat 
down to 68° you’re saving kilowatt- 
hours already (and if you lower your 
thermostat more when you go to bed, 
you’ll cut back even more). Even if 
your space heating is not electric, it 
probably uses electricity to circulate 
air through your home or apartment. 
So lowering your thermostat will con¬ 
serve it. 


door decorative lighting and the oper¬ 
ation of fountains applies to residential 
as well as all other customers. However, 
commercial and industrial customers 
are also restricted in their use of adver¬ 
tising lighting, functional outdoor 
lighting, electricity used for public 
gatherings, indoor business lighting, 
and heating and cooling at variance 
from prescribed levels. Detailed sug¬ 
gestions to help business firms and 
factories meet the mandatory restric¬ 
tions will be mailed to them. 

You’re probably wondering how 
best to cut back further at home. Here 
are some suggestions. 

How to Measure Electricity 

Electricity is measured in kilowatt- 
hours (KWH). A KWH is 1,000 watts 
of electricity used for one hour—or 
100 watts used for 10 hours. For ex¬ 
ample, a 100-watt bulb burned for 10 
hours is one KWH. 

Lastyearouraverage residential 
customer used about 500 kilowatt- 
hours a month. That’s about 17 KWH 
a day. So, to cut back 15% would mean 
using about 2-1/2 KWH less a day. 


Your efforts are helping to save elec¬ 
tricity and oil. In December, reduced 
electric consumption saved the equiv¬ 
alent of about one-half million 
barrels of fuel oil in Edison generating 
plants alone. 

But now there is a need for even 
greater conservation. Therefore, the 
State Public Utilities Commission has 
ordered an additional 5% reduction 
in the use of electricity over the orig¬ 
inal 10% curtailment that it ordered 
in November. 

This means that the Commission is 
now asking us (and other electric util¬ 
ities throughout the state) to urge you 
to cut back a total of 15%.

You Can Reduce KilowaH-Hours 
by Cutting Back on Your

Listed below are some typical appli¬ 
ances and the amounts of electricity 
they use.
